The national debt, "less cash in the treas­ 
ury.” was f 1,128,289,618 yesterday, ag ainst 
$ 1,121, 845,974 on the 1st of February. Hence 
there is an apparent increase of $ 6,443,644. 
But the total debt, reg ardless of the cash on 
hand,and including interest.is $ 1,679,974,908, 
ag ainst $ 1,685,308,061 a month ag o. 
Hence

tion’s indebtedness to theamouut of $ 5,833,- 
153, effected by reducing the available cash 
in the treasury from $ 563,462,087 to $ 551,- 
685,590. 
The cash in the treasury is dimin­ 
ished $ 6,443,444 in excess of the diminution 
of the debt. 
There were paid during the 
month $ 20,913.000 on account of pensions, 
and $ 10,398,610 on the funded debt, but the 
accrued interest was increased $ 2,564,167.

publican State Committee; but he had never 
attained such eminence as would have justi­ 
fied him in aspiring to be President of the 
United States.

he established the law firm of Tracy, Walker

cessively elected Governor of Virginia and 
Representative in Congress for two terms. 
Mr. Catlin entered the Army as a Captain 
and rose to the rauk of Brigadier General, re­ 
turning home with the loss of a leg. 
He has 
since been District Attorney of Kings county 
and candidate for Mayor of Brooklyn. 
General Tracy also took a part in the war. 
He recruited a icgimcnt at Owego and went 
to the front with the rank of Colonel. 
He 
was also promoted and returned home with a 
Brigadier 
General’s commission. 
He 
opened his law ofllce in Owego, and in 1862 
was elected to the Assembly. 
He imme­ 
diately afterwards removed to Brooklyn, 
where he quickly achieved distinction in his 
profession, and was employed as one of the 
counsel for the defense pn 
the famous 
Beecher trial. 
In 1866 he was appointed by 
President Johnson United States District At­ 
torney for the Brooklyn District, and in 1871 
was again appointed to the same office by 
President Graut. 
In December, 1881. Gov. 
Cornell appointed him to the vacancy in the 
Court of Appeals caused by the resignation 
of Judge Folger to become Secretary of the 
Treasury and the promotion of Judge An 
drews to the Chief Justiceship. 
He was the 
Republican candidate for District Attorney 
of Kings county in 1886.

twelve months is against this country. 
How

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


The national debt, “ less cash in the treas­ 
ury,” was $1,128,289,618 yesterday, against 
$1,121, 845,974 on the 1st of February. Hence 
there is an apparent increase of $6,443,644. 
But the total debt, regardless of the cash on 
hand,and including interest,is $1,679,974,908, 
against $1,685,308,061 a month ago. 
Hence 
there has been an actual reduction of the na­ 
tion’s indebtedness to the amount of $5,838,- 
153, effected by reducing the available casli 
in the treasury from $563,462,087 to $551,- 
685,590. 
The cash in the treasury is dimin­ 
ished $6.443,444 in excess of the diminution 
of the debt. 
There were paid during the 
month $20,913,000 on account of pensions, 
and $10,398,610 on the funded debt, but tbe 
accrued interest was increased $2,564,167. 


T H E L A S T R E P U B L I C A N P R E S I D E N T .

A3 for the great poiDt of all, his conduct 
in the Presidency, Arthur was most success­ 
ful. 
Since George Washington no man has 
filled the office with greater dignity, more 
comprehensive patriotism, or with judgment 
and wisdom more uniformly adequate. 
The 
occasion was most exacting, the performance 
noble. 
He was always a gentleman, always 
an American. 
Those who loved Arthur, 
and men of every party were couotcd in the 
number, look back upon his career in the 
White House with pleasure and admiration.

caisso ns, and the guns arc trained in the di­ 
rectio n o f the rebels. 
T he ho rses are led 
do wn o n o ne side o f the hill, where they 
stand panting aud trem bling with excitement. 
A line o f battle in gray is fo rming near tbe 
edge o f the wo o ds—the rebel guido ns w av ing 
in the laces o f o ur tro o ps. Their o fficers mo v e 
lo rward,swinging their sabres, and the tro o p­ 
ers in gray fo llo w them . T he so ldiers in blue 
are still falling back. 
But lo o k! lo o k! see 
bo v s, see ho w o ur peo ple scatter to the right 
and left, as the rebels adv ance! Are they run­ 
ning away! Can it la? po ssible they!are panic- 
stricken! Already we can hear the faint eclio 
o f the rebel v eil in the distauce, as the so l­ 
diers in blue break to tbe right and left, in 
fro nt o f their battery. 
A ll is co nfusio n. 
A 
dense chao tic mass o f o ur cav alrymen are 
rushing abo ut the field, seem ingly to escape 
the charge o f tbe o nco m ing rebels. 
It seems 
as if all were lo st; surely o ur battery will be 
captured! But hark! 
’ B ang! B an g!’ Alm o st 
simultaneo usly the fo ur pieces o f artillery 
are discharged in the faces o f the enemy, and 
with lightningspeed the guns are limbered 
up, the ho rses being again urged to their u t­ 
mo st by whip, spur and sabre as they are 
driv en recklessly to ward us. 
Immediately 
the blue cav alry clo se up to wards the centre; 
o rder succeeds chao s: the enemy halt in co n­ 
fusio n, and run their ho rses in the directio n 
o f the wo o ds fro m 
w hich they had just 
charged. 
But o nly fo r a mo ment—they are 
brav e fo es, and are again fo rmed in line o f 
battle, with 
their 
skirm ishers 
well 
to 
the fro nt. 
Our so ldiers are still gallo ping to ­ 
ward the Riv er away fro m the enemy, and 
after the battery which has just fired. Again 
all is in seeming co nfusio n. 
The enemy, em ­ 
bo ldened by seeing the backs o f the blue 
co ats push o n after them , and the battle 
seems lo st in ro ut, disaster and disgrace. 
Suddenly the battery sto ps again—it has 
reached the lo p o f ano ther hill.but still nearer 
to us 
Our tro o ps hav e no w been fo rmed in 
a straggling line o f battle between the enemy 
and the guns. 
T he enem y adv ances, mo re 
cautio usly this tim e. 
W e can see the puffs 
o f smo ke fro m their carbines as they driv e 
o ur rear-guard befo re them . 
Gaining co ur­ 
age as they seem to succeed, they increase (he 
speed o f their ho rses, the gray tro o pers cheer­ 
ing as they again charge upo n o ur cav alry. 
In a mo ment there is a change in tbe Unio n 
lines 
Helter-skelter to the right and lert 
o ur so ldiers skurry aw ay, 
and again the 
battery is unmasked, 
and thro wing their

gray, gallo ping m adly and wild with Dame 
fo r the wo o ds; a pursuing line o f blue clo sed 


up, and in go o d o rder,as with flashing sabres, 
they driv e their late purpsuers.

limbers up ngaih; and pro ceeds mo re leisurely 
tfl the Yeah The line o f blue reappear fro m the 
wo o ds, and falls back, to ward the Kiv er. at a 
slo wer pace.”

night, while tho se who were so fo rtunate as 
to o wn a net co uld be safely relied o n to 
bring ho m e a wago n lo ad ev ery day.

net. 
I threw lumps o f dirt at the birds to 
driv e them away sev eral times, and then I 
wo uld thro w mo re wheat o ut.

time to go ho me.

then I go t ho ld o f the ro pe and gav e a pull.

pigeo ns go ing directly fo r the bed.

the net startled then). 
They 
whirled aro und aud then flew rapidly away. 
I was so disgusted I fo rgo t all abo ut the pig­ 
eo ns I had pulled the net o v er and sev eral 
o f them escaped.

A member of tbe Afflly of the Potomac 
who partivipated in several memorable bat- 
tft* lb ibe War of the Rebellion, gives tbe fol­ 
low ing description of a calvary fight that he 
witnessed: 


“ Onr Régíment was serving in Fitz John 
Porter’s Corps of the Army of the Potomac, 
and had marched from Harrison’s Landing 
to Newport News, from whem * tfc Were 
transported hy wwtef to Acquia Creek. Being 
oncR mtRD on terra flrrna, wc resumed our 
hlareh in the direction of Culpepper Court 
House to reinforce Pope. 
For several days 
the sound of heavy firing of artillery wu* 
heard in the distance, but alwayn fdf In ad 
vancc and too f«i% 
for us to sup­ 
port the Utttoh 1 Army of Virginia,’ which 
Wfc were endeavoring to assist.” 
“ A f ter several days and nights of arduous 
marching, during which we suffered severely 
for water, not daring to dfiuk from some of 
the wells by which we passed, as it was ru- 
wort'd that they were poisoned, wo reached 
the neighborhood of the Rappahannock River 
and camped. 
The noise of firing in our frout 
had gradually worked to the right,and though 
not as heavy as when we heard it on previous 
days, was still very suggestive of tbe prox- 
Ja 
imity of our old Opponent, ‘ Stonewall ’ Jack­ 
son- 
• 
“ At daybreak of the day following our 
camping, we were formed in line, in ’ lieaw 
marching order,’ uot that 
then; Wd* Any- 
thingjvery heavy for us to Party, ás by this 
time wc had thrown aWfty everything in the 
way of superfluous clothing and luxuries that 
were not actually necessary for our existence. 
The soldiers of the Army of the Potomac, 
wore a forage cap which sloped over the 
visor, and while affording protection to the 
eyes and face, left the back of the head, ears 
and neck unprotected, so much so that lu a 
heavy rain it was nothing uuusual for a stream 
of water to trickle down our backs, from the 
aforesaid caps, which rendered us far from 
comfortable.

position and our officers seemed equally at a 
loss for the Regiment being assigned to so 
singular a position.

River, we seea battery of artillery iu position. 
The ford is well guarded, and we can save 
such of our men as reach the crossing.

look again—look to the front—the battery of 
light artillery has reached a little knoll—sud­ 
denly the horses are stopped—in a moment 
the cannoniers leap from their horses and 
caissons, and the guns are trained in the di­ 
rection of the rebels. 
The horses are led 
down on one side of the bill, where they 
stand panting aud trembling with excitement. 
A line of battle in gray is forming near tbe 
edge of the woods—the rebel guidons waving 
in the faces of our troops. Their officers move 
torward,swinging their sabres, and tbe troop­ 
ers in gray follow them. The soldiers in blue 
are still falling back. 
But look! look! see 
boys, see how our people scatter to the right 
and left, as the rebels advance! Are they run­ 
ning away! Can it be possible theylare pnnic- 
strickeu! Already we can hear the faint echo 
of the rebel velfin the distance, as the sol­ 
diers in blue break to the right aud left, in 
front of tlieir battery. 
All is confusion. 
A 
dense chaotic mass of our cavalrymen are 
rushing about the field, seemingly to escape 
the charge of the oncoming rebels. 
It seems 
as if all were lost; surely our battery will be 
captured! But hark! ‘Bang! B an g!’ Almost 
simultaneously the four pieces of artillery 
are discharged in the faces of the enemy, and 
with lightningspeed the guns are limbered 
up, the horses being again urged to their ut­ 
most by wbip, spur and sabre as they are 
driven recklessly toward us.

Suddenly the battery stops again—it has 
reached the top of another hill.but still nearer 
to us. 
Our troops have now been formed in 
a straggling line of battle between the enemy 
and the guns. 
The enemy advances, more 
cautiously this time.

of smoke from their carbines as they drive 
our rear-guard before them.

Now and then a pigeon hunter was doomed 
to disappointment.

selves with wheat and grain, but the number 
was so small I did not want to spring the 
net. 
I threw lumps of dirt at the birds to 
drive them away several times, and then I 
would throw more wheat out.

I was so disgusted I torgot all about the pig­ 
eons I had pulled the net over and several 
of them escaped. 
1 had a nice catch once in 
winter. 
A light snow had fallen. 
I went 
out and cleared a spot, made a tied and fixed 
my net. 
The moment a flock of pigeons 
spied that bare ground they made for it. 
I 
caught 75 the first haul, and I kept catching 
them 
right 
along 
that 
afternoon 
until 
I 
had 
taken 
150. 
I 
received 
a 
good 
price 
for 
those 
pigeons. 
Par­ 
dee, who kept 
the Kingston 
Hotel, of­ 
fered me $1 a dozen for them alive, which I 
promptly aeceepted and delivered them to 
him in a box. 
W hen bailing pigeons we 
often caught them alive. 
We 
had 
more 
lime then, you,know, than when pigeons were 
flying iu large numbers. 
Pigeons must have 
been cheap iu those days you say. 
Yes, two 
and six pence usually was a good price for a 
dozen. 
I have known them to sell at two 
cents a piece and even less. 
In fact a man 
caught so many at times he hardly knew 
what to do with them. 
Pigeons are better 
when netted than when shot witli a gun as 
shot mangles them, often remains

I have 
known 
people,

able manner. “ The condition of the alms 
house building is such that we are willing to 
overlook some apparent neglect.” Suggest­ 
ions were made in the way ot building closets, 
etc. The Committee decided to meet again 
March 12. 
Louis Bevier, of the Committee on Legisla­ 
tion, reported that he had appeared before the 
Committee, at Albany, with Mr. Nott. “Mr. 
Nott spoke in opposition to the bill before the 
Legislature regarding County insane. As 
for myself I found tbe bill was entirely differ­ 
ent from what I had been led to believe, so 
that it removed objections which 1 before bad 
Under this bill the Board of State Charities 
will have the same supervision that they have 
over any other insane asylum, local or 
State. The only improvement I can 
suggest is that some power should be 
given to the Board of Supervisors or a County 
or Supreme Court Judge to appoint a Board 
of Managers arranged in classes. At present 
the Board of Supervisors is a changing body. 
I think it would be policy, therefore, to have 
a Board of Managers.” Mr. Bevier said that 
the Board of Supervisors had responded read­ 
ily in making improvements suggested. lie 
said that a slight mistake had been made in 
regard to the number of insane returned to 
their homes from Willard Asylum. That 
during 27 years, with 90 patients, they had 
sent home three. The local asylums had al­ 
ready sent 11 back to their friends, of whom 
favorable reports had Iteen received. 
Tbe Secretary stated that he had 
ceived a letter from Mr. Sherman, 
who took great interest in the Association. 
He believed the County could keep it9 own 
insane better than the State. The Secretary 
said that some of the County towns had con­ 
ceived the idea that tbe Association was un 
favorable to the County keeping its own in­ 
sane, whereas the majority of its members 
thought the insane could be kept belter in the 
County. I was an important question, one 
upon which a great deal could be said upon 
both sides. He favored a pcrmament Board 
of Trustees. 
Mr. Lindsley said the Association had 
Dever, to his knowledge,put itself in oppposi 
lion to the removal of the insane to the 
County Rouse or really to the passage of the 
law. Some of its 
members favored 
one side, 
while others 
favored the 
other 
side. 
The 
only 
action 
the Association took was a request not to 
build the new poor house until a more 
thorough trial had been had by the County 
in taking care of its insaue. “ It would not 
become us to dictate what ought to be done 
or ought not to be done. Our mission is for 
the consideration of that which is for the best 
interests of the County. 
Miss Belle Forsyth said that the County had 
permission to keep 50 insane paupers, and 
the differences which arose came from the 
fact that the law was broken. Instead of 
keeping 50 they had a much larger number 
than that. When Dr. Hoyt visited the asy­ 
lum he expressed surprise that they had 
exceeded the permission given. 
The Rev. Dr. Wort man said the Board of 
Supervisors would likely be held responsible 
now for the expenditure of that $15,000. and 
even if they had made a mistake they would 
not l»e likely lo admit before the tax payers 
of the Couuty that they had made a great 
blunder.

It may continue to operate for some time 
afterwards, if foreign importers, in nnticipn 
tion of an advance of duties. glut our m arkets 
with their ch' ap goods sufficiently to supply 
the demand for m onths in advance. 
T his 
process Is now going on to such an extent 
that the balance of trade during the 
last 
twelve m onths is against this country. 
How 
a I>emocralic adm inistration affects trade is 
shown in the fact that our exports of m er­ 
chandise for the twelve m onths ending with 
January last Were $54,000,000 less than for 
the corres|ionding twelve m onths last pre­ 
ceding 
tho 
close of 
A rthur’s 
adm in­ 
istration, and the im ports (118.000,000 more 
The total difference was (172.000,000 against 
the United States, aud it changed the Ital 
anoe from (l:i0 ,OOO,OOO in our favor to (RS, 
000,000 against us. 
In January the lm|x»rts 
exceeded the exports by (5,121.674 
This is 
double the ratio of gain by the im porters for 
the entire twelve m onths, and proves that a 
Republican victory, and the prospective a d ­ 
vance of the tariff, have atim ulatcd them to 
get their surplus goods unloaded upon this 
couutry before the bars of protection are 
put up. 
It is not Republican success, but the con­ 
tinuance of the Democratic party in power, 
that causes tile depression in wages. 
T hat 
party simply refurea to accept the lesson of 
defeat. 
It will not even permit the pcs 
sage 
of 
so 
m ild 
a 
measure

repeal of the toliacco tax—a measure that 
would rei^ice the coat of an article that is an 
absolute necessity to three-fifths of the male 
population, aud especially so to workingmen. 
The repeal of the tobacco tax would not in 
terfere with the tariff, for it is collected upon 
an article of American production and not 
an im porte! one. 
It certainly would not re­ 
duce wages iu any industry, while it would 
cheapen the w orkingm an’* tobacco, amt at 
the same tim e relieve the surplus in the treas 
ary at the rate of (30.000.b00 a year. 
The 
Democratic party is using its power up to the 
last momeut to punish tho workingm en for 
the Republican votes cag by them last fall. 
It is to step down and out two days hence, 
but the evil effects of its enm ity to free labor 
will continue till the turiff is advanced by a 
Republican Congress, and the big surplusage 
of foreign goods iraixjrtcd into this country 
under a “ tariff for revenue only” is acid off. 


NEW TORK IN THE CABINET. 


The predictions of peasimistic politicians 
that New Y ork would not secure a place in 
the Cabinet unless either P lait or Miller with, 
drew and assented to the appointm ent of the 
other, are dissipated by the announcement 
that Gen. Benjam in F . Tracy of Brooklyn 
baa been selected for Secretary of the Navy 
and accepted. 
There is no factionism in this 
appointment, for Gen. Tracy has been active 
only aa a Republican, and has never identified 
himself with either wing. 
W e can under­ 
stand, however, that bis appointm ent is ac­ 
ceptable to Mr. Plait, for the two men grew 
up In Owego together from lxiyhood, and 
liars always been close personal as well as 
political friends. The appointment is one also 
with which Mr. Miller bas every reason to be 


satisfied, for Gen. Tracy is such a Republi­ 
can as men like Mr. Miller like to honor, and 
one who is sure to reflect lustre upon his 
state in the Presidents counsel*. 
Gen. T racy was burn in Apalachin, Tioga 
county, about W years ago, aud studied and 
began the practice of law in Owego. In 1858, 
at the age of 21, he was elected District A t­ 
torney of Tioga county, aud succeeded him ­ 
self for a second term. 
Alton! the same time 
he established the law firm of Tracy, W alker 
& Catlin, each member of which lias since 
become distinguished. 
Mr. W alker removed 
to Richmond, and years afterwards was suc­ 
cessively elected Governor of Virginia and 
Representative in Congress for two terms. 
Mr. Catlin entered the Army as a Captain 
and rose to the rauk of Brigadier General, re­ 
turning liomt with the loss of a leg. 
He has 
since been District Attorney of Kings county 
and candidate for Mayor of Brooklyn. 
General Tracy also took a part in tile war. 
He recruited a regiment at Owego and went 
to the front w ith the rank of Colonel. 
He 
was also promoted and returned home with a 
Brigadier 
General'* commission. 
He 
re­ 
opened his law office in Owego, aud in 1862 
was elected to the Assembly. 
He imme­ 
diately afterwards removed to Brooklyn, 
where he quickly achieved distinction in his 
profession. and was employed as one of the 
counsel for the defense p'n 
the famous 
Beecher trial. 
In 1866 he was appointed by 
President Johnson United States District A t­ 
torney for the Brooklyn District, a n i in 1871 
was agaiu appointed to the same office by 
President Grant. 
In Deoemlier, 1881. Gov. 
Cornell appointed him to the vacancy in the 
Court of Appeals caused by the resignation 
of Judge Folger to lieeome Secretary of the 
Treasury and the promotion of Judge A n­ 
drews to the Chief Justiceship. 
Ile was the 
Republican candidate for District Attorney 
of Kings county in 1*86 


THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


The national debt, “ less cash in the treas­ 
ury.” was (1,128,289,618 yesterday, against 
(1.121,845,974 on the 1st of February. Hence 
there is an apparent increase of (6,443,644. 
But the total debt, regardless of the cash on 
hand,and including interest,is (1,679,974,908, 
against (1,685,308,061 a month ago. 
Hence 
there has been an actual reduction of the na 
lion's indebtedness to the amount of (5,338,- 
153, effected by reducing the available casli 
in the treasury from (563,462,087 to (551,- 
6*5,590. 
The cash in the treasury is diiuin 
ished (6,443.444 in excess of the diminution 
of the debt. 
There were paid during the 
month (20.913,000 on account of pensions, 
and (10.398,610 on the funded debt, but the 
accrued interest was increased (2,564,167.

failure to be nominated for President in 1884. 
Until his election as Vice President Gen. 
A rthur had not occupied any public jxist of 
very high importance. 
He had been Col 
lector of New York, Mud he liud lieen con 
spicuoua and active as a member of the Re­ 
publican Stale Committee; hut he had never 
attained such eminence as would have justi­ 
fied him in aspiring to be President of the 
United States. 
Yet it was quite natural 
after he had lieen elevated to that office 
through the death of President Garfield, that 
he should wish to be the candidate of his 
party. 
In this he was disappointed; hut there 
was nothing in it to break his heart, nothing 
to wear tim aspect of ruin either in his eyes 
or iu the eyes of bis friends. 
Aa for the great point of all, bis conduct 
in the Presidency, A rthur was most success 
fill. 
Since George Washington no man bas 
filled the office with greater dignity, more 
comprehensive patriotism, or with judgm ent 
and wisdom more uniformly adequate. 
The 
occasion was moat exacting, the performance 
noble. 
He was always a gentleman, always 
an American. 
Those who loved A rthur, 
and men of every party were counted in the 
uumber, look back upon his carcer in the 
W hite House with pleasure and admiration. 
There was no ruin in the case.

FIERCE CAVALRY FIGHT. 


GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION BY A MEMBER 
OF ARMY OF POTOMAC. 


H ow th e U nion T roopers C onveyed th e Im ­ 


p ression th a t T h ey W ere B a n n in g 


A w ,f F rom th e F o e j b u t It 
W as O nly a T rick. 


A member of the A MOV of the Potomac 
who partifipalcd in several memorable bat 
tftk IR the W ar of the Rebellion, gives the fol­ 
lowing description of a calvary fight thai he 
witnessed: 
“ O ar Regiment was serving in Fitz John 
Porter's Corps of the Army of the Potomac, 
and had marched from Harrison’s Landing 
lo Newport News, from whetter tVe were 
transported hy water to Acquia Creek. Being 
once w o tt on terra firm a, we resumed our 
march in the direction of Culpepper Court 
House to reinforce Pope. 
For several days 
the sound of heavy firing of artillery wa* 
heard in the distance, but alway* foj in ad 
Vance and too fan sm hhlgly, for us to sup­ 
port Ute Uttloh ' Army of Virginia,’ which 
WU were endeavoring lo assist.” 
" A fter several days and nights of arduous 
marching, during w hich we suffered severely 
for water, not daring to dfink from some of 
the well* by which we passed, as it was ru­ 
mored that they were poisoned, we reached 
the neighborhood of the Rappahannock River 
and camped. 
The noise of firingio our front 
had gradually worked to the right,and though 
not bs heavy as when we heard it on previous 
days, was alill very suggestive of the prox­ 
imity of our old Deponent, ‘ Stonewall ’ Jack 
son- 
• 
"A t daybreak of the day following our 
camping, we were formed in line, in ‘ heavv 
m arcking order,’ not that then* wa* Any­ 
thing,very heavy for us to eai+V, as by this 
time we had thrown awny everything in the 
way of superfluous clothing and luxuries that 
were not actually necessary for our existence. 
The soldiers of the Army of the Potomac. 
wore a forage cap which sloped over the 
visor, and while affording protection to the 
eyes and face, left 'he back of the head, ears 
and neck unprotected, so much so that in a 
heavy rain it was nothing unusual for a stream 
of waler to trickle down our backs, from the 
aforesaid caps, which rendered us far from 
com fort abit*. 
I had procured for a ‘ consi­ 
deration ’ a large brimmed 
i*ay hat, that 
‘slouched’ nicely over my bean and acted as a 
very comfortable protection against a storm, 
or in floe Weather protected me from Ibe sun. 
Of course, this could not be worn in camp, or 
on parade, but as we had now lteen several 
weeks on the m arch.it was used with impunity 
and gave great comfort to its owner, while it 
lasted.” 
“ Being formed in line of fours, tile order 
was given * arms at will; route step, m aM l,' 
and we headed up the river In the direction 
of Beverly Fun!, where SC were formed in 
line of battle, lo our surprise,on hjgli ground 
facing the River. 
We could not imagine 
what duty could lie exoeoted of us, in this 
position and our officers seemed equally at a 
NM for the Regiment betag M lf lM lo M 
singular a position. 
Finally we wet* Or­ 
dered to ‘stack arm s,’ and instructed not to 
'eave our position, lint be ready lo * fall in ' 
at a moment’s no!ice.” 
” Leaving our line, I advanced to a little 
eminence near by and glanced over to the 
other shore of the itappalianiiock. where, it 
was now rumored, some of our troops were 
falling back from Culpepper Court House. 
While anxiously watching I chanced to hear 
a slight movement behind mc, aud looking 
around, to my surprise, perceived Edwin 
Forbes, the artist, making a sketch of the 
aforesaid gray hat, surm ounting as it did, a 
figure

mo, when I endeavored to steal away, a very 
picturesque figure, but a little oufrc for a 
Union soldier. 
Feeling assured that nothing 
very dangerous was being attempted by my 
artist friend, I again regarded the other side 
of the river, anc! for away In the dislanoe, 
>*iiw little puffs of smoke and figure* on 
horseback, moving in our direction. 
Iii a 
moment every man in our ranks was an inter­ 
ested spectator. 
We now realized that we 
had b ets acnt to the ford to cover a retreating 
party of our cavalry, that were falling back, 
E 
n railed by the enemy’s forces. 
The mim­ 
er of the horsemen increased, while we 
watched. 
Debouching from tho woods iu the 
distance, a cloud of dust almost rendering 
them invisible, they rode at a mad gallop 
towards us. 
Before I hem a battery of artil­ 
lery, seemingly in full flight, driving toward 
the River at great speed. 
Following, was a 
disorganized 
mass of cavalry, 
In 
blue, 
as they rushed, pell-mell, from the enemy. 
They clear 
the 
woods; 
now 
following 
them 
appear their 
pursuers. 
A 
few 
at 
first, 
evidently 
the 
rebel 
skirmish­ 
ers, 
who 
are 
driving 
our 
forces, 
firing their carbines, as tile boys in blue fall 
bock In seemingly mad confusion. 
Our ex­ 
citement is now at fever beat. 
‘ Boys, we’ve 
got to cover those cavalrymen. 
We must 
hold this ford, aud prevent the graybacks 
from crossing, hut be careful, for God's sake, 
and don't shoot our own m en.’ 
Glancing 
down the line of Infantrv on our side of the 
River, we seen battery of artillery in position. 
The ford is well guarded, and we can save 
such of our men as reach the crossing. 
But 
look again—look to the front—Uh* battery of 
light artillery has reached a little knoll—sud­ 
denly the horses arc slopped—in a moment 
the cannonier* leap from their horses and 
caissons, and the guns are* trained in the di­ 
rection of the rebels. 
The horses are led 
down on one sido of the bill, where they 
stand panting aud trembling with excitement. 
A line of battle Iii gray is forming near the 
edge of the woods—inc rebel guidons waving 
in the faces of our troops. Their officers move 
forward,swinging their sabres, aud the troop 
era in gray follow them. The soldiers in blue 
are still falling Imck. 
But look! look! see 
boys, see bow our people scatter to the right 
anil left, as tile rebels advance! Are they run­ 
ning away! Can it lie possible tbey.’are panic- 
stricken! Already we can hear the faint echo 
of the rebel veil in the distance, as the sol 
diem in blue break to tile right aud left, in 
front of their battery. 
All is confusion. 
A 
dense chaotic mas* of our cavalrymen are 
rushing about the field, seemingly to escape 
the charge of the oncoming rebels. 
It seems 
as if all were lost; surely our battery will be 
captured! But hark! ‘ Bang! Bang!' Almost 
simultaneously the four pieces of artillery 
are discharged in the faces of the enemy, and 
with lighlningspeed the guns are limbered 
up, the horses being again urged to their ut­ 
most by whip, spur and sabre as they are 
drtren recklessly toward us. 
Immediately 
the blue cavalry close up towards the centre; 
order succeeds chaos; the enemy halt in con­ 
fusion, and run their horses in the direction 
of the woods from which they had Just 
charged. 
But only for a moment—they are 
brave foes, and are again formed in line of 
battle, with 
their 
skirmishers 
well 
to 
the front. 
Our soldiers are still galloping to­ 
ward the River away from the enemy, and 
after the battery which bas just fired. Again 
all is in seeming confusion. 
The enemy, em­ 
boldened by seeing the backs of the blue 
coats, push on after them, and the battle 
seems lost in rout, disaster and disgrace. 
Suddenly the battery stop* again—it has 
reached the lop of anolber hill.but still nearer 
lo us 
Our troops have now heen formed in 
a straggling line of battle between the enemy 
and the guns. 
The enemy advances, more 
cautiously ibis time. 
We can see the puffs 
of smoke from their carbines as they drive 
our rear guard before them. 
Gaining cour­ 
age as they seem to succeed, they increase the 
speed of their bones, the gray troopers cheer 
ing as they again charge upon our cavalry. 
In a moment there is a change in the Union 
lines 
Heller skelter to the right and leu 
our soldiers skurry away, and again the 
(•attery is unmasked, and throwing their 
death dealing fire in the face of the foe. who 
now recoil and fall back. 
Quickly the line 
of cavalry is again formed, but tbto time they 
face toward the foe. 
Urging their horses 
from a trot to a gallop they charge the enemy, 
who Iws not bad time to recover from the 
momentary effect of the fire, aad d n re thte 
graybacks before them. 
A scattered line of 
gray, galloping madly nod wild with panic 
for the wood*; a purauing Hoe of bitte closed 


up, and in good order,as with flashing sabres, 
they drive their late purpsucrs. 
The battery 
limbers Hp again, and proceeds more* leisurely 
to the trnr. The I ine of blue reappear from the 
woods, and falls back, toward the River-at a 
slower pace.” 
“ T h l position of the rebel arm y lias 
been discovered. 
Lee was 
on 
our right 
flank 
and m arching in the direction of 
W ashington.” 
''Boys, what do you think of that little 
fight ?

some power should be 
given to the Bourd of Supervisors or $ County 
or Supreme Court Judge to appoint a Board 
of Managers arranged in classes. 
At present 
the Boat d of Supervisors is a changing body.

Miss Belle Forsyth said Hint the County had 
permission to keep 50 insane paupers, and 
the differences which arose came from the 
fact that the law was broken.

keeping 50 they had a much larger number 
than that. 
When Dr. Hoyt visited the asy­ 
lum he expressed surprise that tliey had 
exceeded the permission given. 
The Rev. Dr. Wort man said the Board of 
Supervisors would likely be beld responsible 
now for the expenditure of that $15,000, and 
even if they had made a mistake they would 
not lie likely to admit liefore the tax payers
